SANTA CRUZ, ‘(P\—Concrete evi 


dence that the mermaid is not a 
mere figment of the modern imag- 
ination has been found in the Santa 
Cruz mountains here. 

It is a fossilized mermaid found 
during sand excavations. The skele- 
ton was embedded in the earth and 
Prof, Vertress L. Vanderhoof of the 
University of California has estab- | 
lished that it dates from the mio- 
cene age. 

The find has been classified as 
a metavyherium, a close relative of! 
the sea cow, from which the mer- 
maid legend originated. 

The beast is expected to measure

The bones will be assembled at 
the University of California and ad- 
ded to the collection there. 

It is rated as the second old- 
est skeleton in western North Am- 
erica.
